Ixtapa is a tiny village of thatched huts, pigs 
ragged children and fields of corn. In the midst of 
all this, the school stands like a huge shining paloce, 
modern and clean-lined in form, color and concept 
There is a library and hospital, large airy tchoolrooms, 
numerous showers and restrooms, an outside stage in 
the courtyard for dramaties and rooms in back for the 
teachers, with private kitchen and bath for each 

Ixtapa is also the headquarters of the banana plan- 
tation, run by Mr, MeClelland. Having been invited 
out there to lunch, I decided to go on horseback, and 
had a wonderful ride, leaving the Rosita at five o'clock 
in the morning 

When the United Fruit Company was dispossessed 
during the revolution, Mr. MeClelland bought a few 
hundred hectares of the land and now runs it for him- 
self. He says he keeps no books and runs the estate 


the most exciting part of Vallarta is the 
coastline which runs south from Vallarta and curves 
in a great half cirele up to its tip at Chime, This coast- 
line is scalloped with the most beautiful beaches ima 
ginable, white sanded, and smooth watered for swim- 
ming rhe hills behind the beaches are green the year 
rognd, are thick with jungles of tree and vine, and 
grove after grove of palm tree. It is at once luxurious 
and harsh. so that it gives more the feeling of an Atri- 
can coastline, than the aspect of a soft south sea land 
It is possible, on Sundays, to take the little motor ca- 
noa of Seno Manuel Palacios, up to Chimo, though 
I have never done so. I did get up at 5-00 AM one morn- 
ing and, with a friend, took the launch up to Yelapa, a 
little village about three hours away, As we chugged in 
across the bay, we saw a village which is not real but 
must have been painted by Gauguin Thaiched huts 
eluster the shore with red hibiseus blossoming against 
their walls.

IGHT miles beyond Cholula lay Puebla de Los 

Angeles. When the Spaniards found Cholula an 

active city dating tar beyond historical record, 

Puebla was no more than an unmarked spot 
on the plain. Ten years after the fall of Tenochtitlén 
the Spaniards created Puebla as a strategic centel 
between Vera Cruz and the capital. According to one 
legend, the precise site was selected by two angels 
who appeared in a dream to a Franeisean friar named 
Julian Gareés. The supernatural beings carried sur 
veyors’ rods and lines, and pointed the way to what 
is now Puebla. The powers in Mexico City recogni 
zed the sagacity of the choice, and work was begun 
on the eve of Archangel Michael's day in 1531. The 
town was named in honor of the surveying angels 

According to the ehreonicles of ray Toribie de 
Penavente on the sixteenth of April 1582, forty Span 
ish families came to settle in the newly laid-out city 
The first buildings were erected by ‘‘eight thousand 
Tlaxealan Indians, who arrived singing and dancing 
and playing upon their musical instruments.’’ But 
for all the metaphysical aid of angel surveyors and 
a troop of musical Indians at its origin, Puebla did 
not seem simpatico to us on first impression. Its pa 
vements and its eastern hills palpitate with the histo 
ry of famous sieges It was ever a stronghold of Cath 
olicism (often spoken of as *‘the Rome of Mexico’’ 
Its townspeople pride themselves on their old mansions 
Some of its facades fairly blossom with tile. But its 
streets were narrow and formal, and the cathedral 
was turned the wrong way. It was difficult to get a 
good look at anything 

The guidebooks say Puebla is famous for its fine 
food. ‘‘Excellent’’ was the printed word for the pla 
ce we stopped for luncheon. A man friend of Pat's, 
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who had lived twenty years in Mexieo had said, ‘‘Py 
sitively, it’s the only place to eat, even though it 
looks like a bar.’’ But an Ameriean friend of ours, 


a seasoned world traveler and a Mexican enthusiast, 


had written ‘‘awful food!’’ in peneil in the margin 
ol the guidebook she had lent us, as well as ‘terri 
ble!’ by the name ol the best hotel, reputed to have 
an exquisite cuisine in the midst of eighteenth-cen 
tury aristocratic splendor.’’ From the minute we 
were placed at a eorner table of the restaurant near 
the front, we were plagued by persistent newsboys, 
male and temale lottery-ticket seliers, itinerant ven 
ders ot objects in onvx, and a pestiferous set of beg

Thérese and I ordered the famous mole poblano, 
‘‘for which Puebla is celebrated throughout the Re 
publie.”’ Pat was more prudent; she stuck to the arroz 
con pollo. The principal ingredients of the mole were 
chocolate and chili. It was blackishbrown and had 
a rich, heavy odor. But it was not for our palates or 
stomach lining. We tried to pick out the slices of tur 
key breast and remove as much of the sauce as pos- 
sible. Tut it was still too fiery and sickish, and we 
gave up and ordered chilled papaya, something as safe 
as refreshing, and that could not be ruined in the 
kitchen

The natives, as is the curious eus 
tom in ail tropic ports, pever go swimming until the 
‘season’ opens They eondeseend to spend May at 
the se ishore { hildren and novios stroll down toa Las 
llamapas for a swim on Sunday. When we invited 
one of the town belles for a picnic, she appeared in 
a pink chiffon, and a pink straw hat, hand painted 
with red roses and tied under the chin with a hues 
taffeta bow. She sat in the shade of a tree all day 
refusing to take a sun bath or a swim! 

Night life does not exist. An open air cine pro 
vides movies sometimes three a night. At the Coro 
nito on the plaza corner one may shoot pool, toss 
down shots of the famous Vallarta drink, raicilla, and 
admire the motif of snoring drunks on the floor. In 
spite of its respectable name, the Salon para Fami 
lias, is one of the uncleanest places in town 

The people here seem neither rich nor poor, are 
pleasant enough, but with an ineredible almost pri 
mitive curiosity about the tourist. I made the mista 
ke of wearing a pair of shorts to the beach one day, 
ind later realized that that was the sort of thing that 
would burn me for a witch. The natives run hotels 
kecp stores, and the Indian population fishes. A ty 
pical daily scene is the white sampan sailed canoa 
out fishing, or two fishermen walking down the street 
with many fish dripping from a long pole. In the 
evenings one sees the smoke of their fires on the 
beach, where they are roasting their catch. Many ot 
the people here have never been to Guadalajara. Get 
on a machine that flies? Fijate! Though thev often 
take boat trips up and down the coast. One little boy, 
Guacho, **E!l Famoso,”’ was presented to me as a fine 
lobster boy, and for several weeks he was most effi 


cient about gathering lobsters and oysters. Then ‘one 
day he mumbled a breathless story about receiving a 
wire from a brother of his who was dying in Mazatlan 


and needed an operation immediately that would cost
